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PREFACE. 

The favorable reception of several Journals pablisberi 
by Americans, containing an account of their travels and 
observations in foreign countries; the desire to gratify a 
few of his friends, and the animating hope of producing 
a book in some deg^e useful and acceptable to his fellow 
citizens* are the considerations which have induced the 
writer of the following Sketches to venture before the 
public in the character of an author. 

These pages contain a plain narrative of facts and ob- 
servations, in the form of a daily journal, originally in« 
tended for the perusal of his friends, and forwarded to 
them in a series of letters from Europe. 

The great extent of the countries embraced in these 
Sketches, as well as the limited time employed in 'the 
journey, of which they are descriptive, has imposed 
upon the writer, the necessity of omitting many detaih 
which the title of the volume may induce the reader to 
expect. As nearly the whole tour was upon elassfc 
ground, the author begs to anticipate the disappointment 
of the learned reader, by disclaiming all pretensions to 
erudite investigation. The exhaustless subjects for the 
research of the scholar, the artist, and the antiquarian, 
bave already occupied the pens and employed the lives of 
the ablest devotees to those pursuits ; while jieither incli- 
nation prompted, nor ability enabled, tfaa passing travel^ 
ler to enter the same list, even in the character of hum* 
ble imitation. As no work in the English language has 
been lately published upon Sicily ;. aad never^o^ta the au- 
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thor*s knowledge, by an Aausncaa, he hopes to find in 
this circumstance, some iapology with the public, for the 
part of the work, however imperfect, which relates to 
that island. 

Although English writers have published many volumes 
upon Italy, it is still desirable that the citizens of i}ie 
United States should make their own remarks*, ^hile 
.we have rendered ourselves independent of oliickriMitions, 
it should be oar ambition to form onr own ophii#i», and 
not to borrow our ideas of the mannei^, religion, and 
various institutions of foreign countries, from a people 
whose representations are liable to be inikieoced l);f their 
political relations, as well as their personal peculiarities. 

In our first attempts to think, and to write for our- 
selves, we roust expect many unsuccessful efforts ; and the 
author will have no reason to complain if his wor\c fincis a 
place among the unfortunate numl^er ; .|:]iut.he con^ntly 
belicTes, that an attempt to add to the common stock of 
information, will be received with indiilgence; ap4i,he 
sends this volume abroad with the Jiill .assiinsnff^. that

'I4.*^i-The metrdicity of this city is a painful subject of 
every day and every hour*s observation. It is not pos« 
siblefcrr a ^irangcr to detect at once many of iii latent 
catisei^; ^me of them indeed readily occur to the 
miisi 'Superficial observer. The mildness of the climate 
enMiteii thepoor to aiibslst without shelter or elotfiing. In 
eoSi^aencM of an excessive population, many are neces- 
saTfl^'WfthOttt employment. The lowest class have no 
edUbiAl^n, and'iheir system of religion is not calculated 
to^t^aM^e ttifnd, or to teach them that freedom of 
thiM^ght'whii^h indiices men of all ranks in our country to 
ex^j^Ave their own resources, or enables them to rise above 
co»dffi6iid df dependence.

The SiciKftn s^cntlemeti' treat AiM 
miferable beings with much apparent kindnestr, nni^V 
they refuse their petitions, they do it without evpressions 
of impatience or contempt. 

Many of the Lazzaroni are young; apparently healthy^ 
and do not seem to have injured themselves by intem- 
))erance. Under rags and filth, a fine form may frequent- 
ly be discovered, which might stand as a model for a 
statuary.

11. — A large suit of apartments in the Studio, i8*oc- 
cupied with articles from Herculaneum and fompiiu 
The Herculanean manuscripts are in a charred stslte, fna 
so numerous that a case more than thirty fe^ long and 
twenty in height, is filled with them. These manuscripts 
were Written upon papyrus^ and folded in such a inaBner 
jthat the conclusioQ of the work foirms the out^i(^e,df ihe 
roll. The process df unfolding is very slow; as ifast.os 
the characters are discovered, they are copied with a 
pencil^ and directly engraved upon copper. Nothing of 
great value has yet been discovered. Two or three per-^ 
sons are constantly employed in this slow and tedious la* 
bor. The machine for unrolling is a small frame, pli^ced 
on a table» consisting of two upright standards^ an^ a 
cross bar, from which is suspended a strip of parchment, 
corresponding in width with the manuscript ; /on. this 
parchment is spread a tenacious mucilage. ' That p^t( olf 
the papyrus where the unrolling is to commence,*^ is! cau- 
tiously attached to the parchment, when as miich aglbe^ 
comes moistened -adheres ; while the iroll, iis^lf, Vowtr 
gravitates towards the bottom of the fraime. Centuries 
Will be required to nnish the manuscripts preserved in 
this wonderful cabinet r

f He bodies were enclosed with slight masonry, which 
in a few, instances remains nearly entire. Two £^uides at- 
tended usl'with iBambeaux, and we perceived as we con* 
tiuued Qur walk, the roof of the cavern becoming more 
Ipfty, and the galleries more spacious. We entered a 
large aparfmenv where we observed an altar, and some 
poorly executed paintings, which showed it had beerf once 
used as a charge!. Tliese coarse fresco paintiflgs are be- 



liered to hare been executed in the tisth eentary. Fkbi 
this chapel, narrow stairs ascend and descend to exten« 
sive jgalleries above and Mow. In some of these gal- 
leries we saw bones piled in large quantities, or tfatxmii 
promiscuously into pits* The galleries, as fnt as fTS* «• 
plored them, were without regularity, but dry, atfd ftie 
bones in good preservation.

' The palace consists of four wings surrounding a spaci- 
ous oblong coi]|rtf/ The area of the court, measuring 323 
by 164 feet, iif pay^ witb round stones. The court is sur- 
rounded by coveredfgftUeries.ov porticos. . . 

We werb 'I^^Hnkted 'to '^iknr the prineipd apartments 
altho^h n6w o<;i!ttpitfd "bylfie Pope and hte dttendants. 
Tlie burnished chambers are the most cbmmodiout apart* 
' fiifehir We haVe yet seen. ' Usually, the palaces have more 
'the app^'ar^nce of mtiseums, and cabinets of stat«iary, 
"lAi^n ^if cfomfofiable abiSdes ; nor is the Quirinal destitute 
'^of^pafStiligs' and sculpture. The vauHs ane painted in

The walk to the villa of Albane, is throagh a lonehr and 
deserted quarter of the city, where the rains are morn^ ex- 
tensire than the inhabited edifices.

, 91arch 4.-^vVe spent the day in the firalleries of the 
Spada, in^ Colonna palaces, each containing subjects for 
volumes ol* .description. It is a regular employment for 
the ttuiusand foireigners at Rome, to spend their, days, in 
inspecting palaces, churches, and temples, and to find 
them inexbaustahle. We pass from gallery tb gallery, 
insensible of the lapse of time, until compelled by fatigue 
or tfie jfarlgiess of evening, to retire to our apartments. 

Tii'e mosi remarkable object at the Spada palace, is thi 
sta^e oif 'f^ompey, at the foot of which Csesar fell, forty- 
fiveyeajrepe era. This statue is fesd 

remarkableln itself^ than as a forcible and undisputed ire- 
cord.'of an event' so' well kn6wn, and of a period so remote.' 
Trie rd^ntit^ of me nfonument surprises lis, and we are

The Colonna palace is one of (be nost magoiScenl ^•• 
fices at J^ome.

Coliceumj -the/ Fomiiiy.and the Temple of Peace. The 
ruins of the fWbiiih are scattered over a considerable ex-^^ 
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tent of surface, and are intermixed \nih mwieiiimmCe», 
but the ColiceuiR is such a vast edifice, and its walls add 
arcades are yet so great, that it confines Hitfiiif li owa 
hmitSy an uninterrupted solitude — the solitude et^aces—

which revolutions and earthquakes ; the dilapidaugnsof 
barbarians and christians, have not been able fo ctesfroj. 
The foundations of this-immense structure, like lllfiose'oi all 
the ruins of ancient Rome, were covered to a cdusiaerame 
depth with rubbish, but an excavation has Ibeen^Tnade a- 
round it, and the trench defended by a wall, so that the 
whole exterior of the building is now exposed.. In msiDf 
places the outer wall is entire, quite to the top, ana snows 
the half columns with which it is oruamented in perlect 
preservation. The circle of the arena is nearly entire, but 
is encumbered with rubbish and earth of about the same 
depth as that whidi surround the outer wans 9^ tne 
building. In the centre of the arena is a cross of a venr 
targe size, where a great number of people we^e tbeepn?. 
On approaching it we observed the following inscnptiOD, 
painted in large characters : '* indulgence ifbr oiie|nuii- 
dred days, to those who worship here.'* We saw nojper- 
son near the Coliceum except such as came as worship- 
pers. Having kneeled before the shrine of their pilgrinV- 
age, they soon retired and were followed hj others. 

The- present Pope has erected walls of brick ahcl sl^e 
to prevent some of the summits of the eastern arcaldes 
from falling. We have observed siniilar repairs imme ov 
him about other ruins, which serve to iltustraie'lSo8iH%e 
taste of (lis Holiness, and the estimi^tTon in^wftidtfine 
modern Romans view the remains 6/ ttieTr^ anciM^gr^i*

'eeaiDrbv biurbariaDS and christians, ever since the in* 
yas^o^ of "^otila, A. D. 546, it is still the largest baildiiig 
in Rom^^ with the exception of 8t. Peters* It is Bnilt 
with l^rffe blocks of Tybertine stone, fastened together 
with jbqits Of brass. These pieces of metal tempted the 
V^rbaria^p tQ begin their spoilations, and the walls re* 
mam (Tons'ti and defaced where they were chiselled for 
the jpnrpose ^f removing them. 

, t%e.Coliceum is of an oval shape, 5S1 feet long and 4S1 
leet wide : ^ts external circumference is 1616 feet. The 
wails are decorated on the outside with half columns of 
tbrpe orde^ of architecture, onp oyer another. Contrary 
to ;tfae usual rules of proportion, the highest columns are 
the Ibng^t. ; Be^twc^n the lowest row of columns are eigh** 
tv^ beautiful arches, which served as entrances to the outer 
corridors.

The country around this cataract is hold* and moun- 
taraous, and the water M one of the most beautiful 
objecta in nature. Its pitch exceeds two hundred 
feet, the water descending in a column, broken by the 
projection of rocks, is obscured in spray, and half Cod-^ 
ceals itself in the abyss into which it £ills. Tbe bfd of 
the river above and below winds among rocks, along a 
rapid descent The mountains and preeipkes in every 
direction are covered with evergreen shmbs, and all com** 
bine to form a scene whtth defies description. 

Hie cascade of Temi is called Cttduta deiia Marmere, 
on account of the incrustations fetmed by its water, as a$ 
Tfvoli ; and an artificial eatarae^ from the suf^oaed his-^ 
lory of its origia* Th« veliuo w«i either piudnoed entirei* 
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Ijr^^ q^ much eDlarged by Carius Dent atus, in the year of 
Rome 671, and 83 before the christian era; at which 
time h« jcollected the waters, dispersed in the territory of 
Riatf, for the purpose of giving a drain to that country. 

, Terni is situated among the highest of the Apennines, 
whicft are crossed by the road from Rome to Florence ; and 
tne surrounding hills are so steep and barren as hardly 
to aumit of culttvation« The aspect of the country reuirnd- 
ed me oflhe mountarins of Scroon and Moria, in the state 
of New- York, The j>encral eleration is nearly the same, 
as tbat^otxhe bold and picturesque primitive range which 
extencis from take George to Plattsbur^h: but the ever* 
gre^n trees which conceal the rocky summits, are ^ 
growtti of dVrarfs compared with the American forests. 

Tnere was a religious fete at a small vflbge near the 
cataract, at which three or four hundred people were coU 
lected, Asr we rode towards Terni they were returning 
from tbi^ celebration. There was not a carriage of any 
kiQf} attending this long retinue, nor a person whose dress 
Qr appearance indicated wealth or fashion ; yet the pro- 
cession probably contained most of the beauty and ehf- 
vairy'of li^erni. I have not seen an assemblage of Italians 
Ki^^iiy* instance' so welt'dressed^ or apparently so cheerfiil 
ana nappy.

Na- 
ture has separated Savoy from France on one side li^ a 
barrier as effectual, as from Piedmont on the other^ tyr Ihe 
high Alps, Notwithstanding this natural division the 
Savoyese ten itory extends below the rock. At the foot 
of the mountain is a viUage, Pont fie Reauvomn^ of 
which a part biilongs to one government, and a part to the 
other. Here we were visited by cnstom*house officers. 
The Admiral had warned me of this ordeal, and insisted 
upon my putting a piece of silk which I had purchased 
at Catania, into my pocket, instead of carrying it in 
my travelling p(M*tmanteau as . 1 had usually done. Our 
trunks and portmanteaux were slightly examined i iro 
were then ordered into a private apartment and our pock- 
ets searched — when lo ! the contraband silk was discov- 
ered. I felt severely mortified, and not only drew upon 
myself the laughter of my companions, but the sna|)icion 
pf the officer of the customs, who taxed me roundly* and 
returned to give my trunks a second examination. Mons, 
P. was found at last, to have a forbidden article in his

I herewith pay my adviser the compliment of 
w^hiii^ him, at least half a dozen such agreeable adven- 
tures before he reaches London; This vexation at length 
passed, we journeyed on to a place called Yerpiliere, 
where we slept. The country improves as we leave the 
motrntains, but vegetation is much less advanced than on 
the other side of the Alps. There is a better population, 
amd tbe agriculture is superior to any of the border terri- 
ttiries of Italy. The cottages are built with small round 
p^bbte^ and earth, so mixed as to form very neat and 
strong WaHd. They are generally roofed with slate of a 
supei^or^ 'quality ; a few of the poorer cottages are 
thktcHed with straw. The roofs of all buildings, of what- 
evef description, sire high and sharp. The soil is natu- 
rally ^frch,*but^ we observe a remarkable deficiency of 
shatfcs, Tifteif compared with Italy.

*' Vive le Roi et les Bourbons," written iQ^iany^places 
upon ^e wa^ and signs^ reminded us that we yreitp ii^a 
coudti-y which had lately changed its mas(er$».«aiMi very 
recently menaced the liberties of the world. We^lrHved 
at Lyons at 10 A. M. but it rained nearly all dfiy^^^tbat 
we could see but little of the city, >yet wcL-enda^vored to 
take such a hasty view of things as tbetpla^i 0^^i>qr jour* 
ney adults. We walked through the prinoipi^is^peets, 
qua} 8, &€« and jezamined the moat reoiarkj^e puUic 
buildings^ The population of the city is eighty thou- 
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sancl, being twenty thousand less than its ancient number* 
It has suffered greatly during various revolutions, yet 
coming as we do from the more ancient aud depopu- 
lated cities of Italy, its appearance is comparatively 
modern and entire. The cathedral retains the marks of 
devastation and ruin, more than any other building. The 
numerous statues with which its front was ornamented, 
and the fine gothic tracery, and elaborate carved work, 
which -decorated its interior, have been terribly defaced. 
So mucbso^ that it has been t^onsidered useless to attempt 
any repairs. This building, venerable on account of its 
antiquity, and interesting to the present generation, from 
its being identified with many important national events, 
is considered one of the best specimens of gothic archi* 
tecture in France. From the circumstance of its being 
the first building of the kind I had seen, I examined it with 
unusual interest. In going to this cathedral we crossed 
a noble bridge over the Saone, erected a few years since. 
It is an admirable structure, of as firm and durable mate- 
rials, as the cloaca maxima ; and as worthy the admira* 
tion of the world. It marks the A ngustan age of France ! 

We attempted to see the hospital, but not having time 
to obtain regular permission, we were not successful ; nor 
were we more so in our endeavors to view the'Celebrated 
silk raanufiictories of Lyons, We walked to the Hotel 
de Ville^ the most considerable edifice of the city. It 
occupies one side of the principal squares, is ornamented 
with three domes, and a ^rand fascade. It is built with 
good materials, and in an imposing style of architecture. 

The streets are universally crowded with well dressed 
and active people. We look from the window of the Hoief 
de Noixy upon the principal square. The centre of this 
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square is shaded by a fiM grove of trees, which are sur- 
rounded by a low ampaleaient of iron and white marble. 
The bmldtiigs on evwy side, are covered with signs and 
fantastic exhibitions of merchandize. Not far fron tlie 
hotel we observe a collection oi wax figures, and some 
ludicrous paintings ; with a Frenchman constantly blavmg 
a horn to call cnstomers to his shop. On the other side 
stands a gibbet, upon which are exposed threes (tuifMrits 
with ropes about their necks, holding in tJwiirhmtdB a 
scroH whereott is written the i^me, and the «rime for 
which each is* disgraced. Notwithstanding tba ratOywdbicb 
falls in torrents, curiosity has attracted a ¥ast croiwd to 
witness this spectaelei .- . 

9 o*clock.**-«>A little before son set the weather became 
pleasant, and we walked about a mile and « half frcno 4he 
hotel, to the eoufiuence of the Rhone and the Saone. The 
quay extends on both sides of the jriver to this conflueiicey 
and the promonade thither is tndy delightful. I soon 
found the object of Mons, P. in choosing this walk^ was 
to show me his countrymen, and fine country women to 
the best advantage, and I could not refuse him the con« 
fession, that I had never seen more beautiful ladies, or 
more graceful gentlemen. The perfect politeness of 
Mons, P. seldom allows him to speak in oommendation of 
his own country, or any thing appertaining to it, but the 
most sensitive of all his nerves, is that which responds 
to the praises of Bonaparte ; the next object of the repose 
of his pride and self complacency, is the charms of his fair 
country women ; and last, the glory of the great nation. 
If he has any of that quality called sordid selfishness, it 
never discovers itself. In addition' to the recommendation 
of a fine person and elegant manners, Mons. Paid possesses 
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fefineoieot and considerable learnipg^. Be b$s travelled 
iBi maay fmis af Earope, and his fOQYersatroii' trpon aH 
sitbjeots evitiefiis faisHberalitjof senliaienty and :exletisiive 
mfciafiitioii; 1 never obsefTed bis perfect self po$ae9»ie» 
l«fiiB*sftbe bnn so mucb as when I expressed oij adnura- 
t^0D^4if{ilii)sr fimt grottpe of bis elegant countrymen.

cmaspect ia public places. The scenery mas but htde 
varied duriog our morning^^s ride apon the Soane, bat the 
country is a continued rich plain, rising gvadnalfy into 
hills of moderate elevation, at a distance of two^ir three 
Jeagaes from the river. We saw many gooi/and com- 
fortable looking habitations, but ao extensive andaplen-* 
did villas* In this respect the coantry is not equal to the 
banks of the Hudson in America. 

At 11 o'clock the boat stopped while the' pai^eagers 
break fiasted at a satall village. As we stepped upeii the 
shore, we were welcomed by the yoai^ girls of tbe inns, 
who took the strangers by the hand withigreat ftnnliari- 
ty ; tendering ciriHties of every kind while they recom- 
mended their several houses. It seemed to be their doty 
to endeavor to draw customers to the bouses to which they 
bdonged. Each lass led off a party to her break&st, but 
the greatest number went to a spacious inn near at Jiand ; 
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to this party my companion and myself were attached. 
While at breakfast, a number of girls and beys prettily 
dresstnl, with gariands of floners in their haiids, danced 
before our door. Before we left the table one of their nam- 
ber, a little girl of about twelve years of age^ presented a 
homquet of flowers, and her own lips, to each of the stran- 
gm,*ib4r' which aha expected in return, some small coin, 
odfeo bwn aiceoiuit, and in behalf of her companions. 
Oip enquiry, T ^nd tbaljiie villagers were practising a 
tri&ing anacmmism^ and performing the dances and salu* 
tatiorisTgastomary on the flrst di^ of May. The bar 
mtnda were yet about us, offering their cheeks for what- 
evtv. gratuity the gallant stranger tiiought proper to be- 
stow; or perhaps fromtnotives of pure hospitality and 
good: cheer. With aH thisi'readoffl af manners, there was 
an air of simplicity and good humanred kindness, which 
one in almost compelled tO) believe belongs only to iono* 
eence mid tmlh. - - . 

We ooRtinned our journey through a most delightful 
cooniry, wliich preserved aeaHy the same gentle inclina- 
tion' ffohi the river as that we have already noticed. The 
smaB 'boats- upon the liver, and those which took passen- 
gers from the diligence, are rowed by women. Unlike 
the ItaliBn women- of the same class, their dress is neat, 
and they havQ the air of cheerfulness and happiness ; add- 
ing a charm, and 9A elegance to .the lowest drudgery. 

A little befeteaun set we arrived at Macon ; a city of 
about tw^We thousand inhabitants, on the east bank of the 
river. Hera oar boat stopped, and we experienced the 
same kind receptimii as at the place where we breakfast- 
ed ; though a little more restrained, on account of the 
great number of people who crowded around us, as wt 
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landed. We had time, while the boat waited,^ td' Waft 
throagh the principal streets, Hilfa a genttettvatf #dt ac- 
quainted with the city. Macon is in a flonnsHlngf atidi Ap- 
proving condition. Since the restoration of the B^drfb^iis 
it has rapidly extended its eoromerce and tlHilti)flied il!s 
population. We observed a considerabfe number of build- 
ings, lately commenced or undergoing repairs, and an air 
of activity, generally, which seemed indieative of pros-^ 
perity. Among the new buildings is an eliejpint church. 
commenced about ten years since, and" neafi^ coniiiplfefiid; 
of which any city might be proud, h is ornamented with 
a portico in imitation of the portico of the Panmedn at 
Rome. ' ' '» /n.T 

As it began to grow dark, we weat4»»4ioaikd'i6e>l)aBt>; 
and continued our voyage during- the whole nights. ^'i flie 
cabin was sa small that the passengees cooldwith diffiad** 
ty crowd into it*, and no one attempted to lie down; waiy. 
conld not even find seats. It was too cold to remarin kj^on 
deck and we, of course, passed a sleeptess and Bncooi^tH 
able night. -^ '<?>* 

One of the company made a great effort, anfi not mfitl^. 
out success, to keep this crowded and jostled cMbpufyiin 
good humour. To secure to himself full licenieeiof speediy 
he pretended insanity. Having attracted the attenfiootli 
his auditors by some elegant observations and lirvelj'^'sAlti^ 
of wit, he elevated his voice, and cotiilvieiieod<a itraittiiof 
severe sarcasm and ridicule, of the Icing and^^ini^tteiii wi 
France.

LETTER XXXVIIL 

ClmlonS"^ Departure from that place — AuxirrC"^ 
General remarks — Seiis — Funeral monument^Melun 
-^Montro — The King's forest — Villeneuve, 

May 6. — We arrived at Chalons in the morning, but 
soon found it would not be couTenient for us to continue 
nith the diligence to Paris. We had time while raakinjar 
a contract with our landlord for a private carriage to see 
a little of this beautiful city. It is not quite as populous 
as ilfacon. The streets are narrow and without side walks, 
the houses generally small vnXh sharp roofs, and their 
ends to the street, like the ancient Dutch buildings in 
Albany. Indeed the city has no claim to beauty from its 
edifices, or the style of its architecture ; but is delight- 
fully situated, and at this season, no place is without 
attractions. A number of beggars surrounded the door 
of the inn, and our landlord gave each of them a 
trifle. I never observed such an instance of liberality 
in Italy. Beggary is not so universal, as in Italy, yet 
there is enough to astonish an American. As we walked 
tfarongh the streets we were met by a funeral procession* 
The corpse, a child, was carried by young females dressed 
in pure white. In their manner of bearing the coffin, they 
discovered a remarkable degree of gracefulness^ and pro* 
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prietjr. The loTeliness of female beauty was atlendiug, 
like blessed angels, the remains to their last abode ! We 
were surprised that a funeral ceremony could :be made a 
fHe of elegance and display of beauty ! - 

For a trifling sum we engaged a light carriage to Paris. 
We take the road by Autun» Chissey and Rouvray» though 
not the route of the post, I dont know why M011&. Paul, 
who is captain general in this arrangement, perfer&il. Be 
this as it may » all was prepared, and we left Chalons about 
12 o'clock. As we retired from the banks of tbe river 
we gradually ascended, two or three hours. The country 
then looses the uniform flatness of the banks of the Saone, 
but is not hilly. Vegetation is not so much advanced as on 
the plains near the river, nor the soil as rich. Before dark 
we entered Burgundy, so celebrated for its wines. The 
soil is light and poor. The vines are more closely pruned 
than in Italy, and are supported by small dried reeds in- 
stead of trees. Where the vineyards have not yet been 
dressed, these reeds are laid in rows like sheeves of wheat 
behind the reapers, neatly tied in bundles. For sevc- 
eral leagues we saw no other agricultural improvement. 
The vineyards are not divided by ditches, fences or 
hedges; and shades of any kind are very rarely seen. This 
great uniformity has the appearance of neatness, but is 
monotonous and wearisome to the eye. The population is 
scattered and the habitations small, but neat. By scatter- 
ed population, I mean more so than that of any fertile dis- 
trict in New-England. The plantations and vineyards 
are always large. The poor laborer never owns the soil 
which he cultivates. 

W^e arrived at Rouvray after dark, and intend to leave 
it by 5 o'clock in the morning. 
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May 7.-^Aux€rre, — ^This city is delightfully situated 
on the banks of the Yonne. As the g:reatest part of oar 
day*s journey bad been through a flat and unshaded 
country, the verdant Yulley which borders this river, the 
long ¥ows of trees on each side of the road, the towers, 
gotfaid cfaurohies, and varied outline of the city, formed a 
prospect pefrticularly grateful to our eyes. Every city 
xv6 have^yet passed, has a shaded promonade, and being 
looai«d:afi0B rivers, the streets next to^the water, are the 
most improved aad frequented. The promonade of Aux» 
hifie iS' situated a little distance outside of the walls. 
AB'Oi^lis other proi^incial cities the streets are narrow, 
tkm rodfs' sitarp, and the wood of the frame work exposed, 
mpait the gable ^nd of almost every private dwelling ; the 
see'ond aad third stories, if the building be so high, pro* 
jeetrHttle^farther towards the street than the basement 
story. The efiect of this constniction is extremely un» 
cotttAi 'and barbiarous. The buildings are universally 
sbfiattand mean, I have never. seen a village in America 
of' Ave hundred or a thousand inhabitants, where the 
bmldiugs were not better than in this city. 

Staee'lte left the Saone, we have travelled through a 
coddtry- remarkable for the uniformity of its surface. We 
bflv^'Tfot ^een a hill of one hundred feet elevation, and not 
a reod" of >W4iste ground. The inhabitants are nearly all 
peaBSttts. We hav« not passed a single improved situation, 
which would be suppossd, if in America, the residence 
of aniodopendent gentleman. Nor are there any indica* 
tioiiS\,of the presence of such gentlemen in the cities* 
Nine tenths of the people, visible to a passing traveller, 
are coarsely clad, wear wooden shoes, and evince more 
poverty in their appearance than can be found in any 
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part i>f Aoeiica. The people who crowd the streets of

The monument 
consi^ Xilf a large sarcophagus, and a groupe of statuary 
t>f exquisite design and sculpture. It stands in an open 
direa before a stucco fascade, which so much resembles 
\hejaune antique^ that I supposed it, from a slight ex- 
amination, that valuable variety of marble.

Darings the moiung we wcve enveloped in a dense 'ftg-, 
which in this serene climate is considered a remarkable 
occitrreacey bat fortanately for ns, it was diaiipated at an 
early honr, and we enjoy from the window of the hotel 
one of the finest prospects we hare noticed since we en^ 
tered France. 

We are upon the banks of the Seine, a clear and n^ 
liver, which wooM g^race any country. The view, en aU 
sides, is enlivened by eminences, which are plaoited with 
trees and covered witii verdore. The scenery reminds ns 
of Italy, and carries ns back in imagination to regions of 
grandeur and of beauty which we have left forever* 

Yilleneuve is but a single irtage from Paris. In a lew 
moments after we left the inn we were cheered with a 
view of this great city — its domes, and spires, growing 
more and more distinct as we approached. The 8«r- 
ronnding country, covered witll verdure, and varied wilb 
so much inequality of surface, has, when compared with 
the departments we have lately passed, the appearance 
of boldness, and is rendered stngukriy beautiful by the 
windings of the Seine, and the thousand villas which adorn 
its banks. While the eye is delighted with objects of 
grandeur and magnificence, the mind recalls the endless 
associations, borrowed from the history of a great mon- 
archy and vast metropolis— the focus of gaity, and nnr^- 
sery of revohitton. The spot is less venerable than the 
environs of Rome : yet, consecrated to the memory of - 
the world by circumstances which have interested the 
whole human family. Here, the real incidents of many 
an eventful period have been boldly transacted.

The eaBj and ditgaui manDer «f the Parisians, beanr 
too much evidence of having been acquired by art, and 
imitation. Its ezceases alwaya border npon f^ranace, and 
affectation. Elegance and affectation wHh them, are 
as nearly allied, as the subKme and ridicnloas, wfaicb 
Bonaparte said were separated only by a single step.^ 
The manners of the French are mechanical, or theatric 
cal, while the peculiar g^cefulness of the Italians seems 
to depend upon the qjualities of the mind«— refinement— - 
sensibility — enthusiasm and admiration, directed to the 
beautiful productions of the fine arts* The scenery, 
architecture, paintings, statues and music of Italy, have 
contributed to give the Italians a degree of dekcacy and 
refinement superior to the French. In the manners of the 
French there is more show and effect ; of the Italians — 
character— dignity— elegance. The heart has more lo d» 
with the manners of the Italians ; the animal spirits with 
the manners of the French. 

A similar comparison may be made wirii the produc- 
tions of the fine arts. The pictures of the greatest French 
masters have something glowing in the style ef eoloup- 
ing, and theatrical in grouping, attitude, and design. Sa 
far as my observation extends there is no exception to> 
these remarks. Any one who opens his ejes in the Loo* 
vre, will find them verified in every production of the 
pencil and the chisel. 

It is not easy to give a satisfactory reason for many ef 
the peculiarities of French manners. Among the cailses 
which have contributed to render the Parisians in this re« 
Fpect unlike their neighbors, I do not recollect to have 
heard mentioned their custom of breakfasting in pablic» 
which, among the middle and lower classes k nearly uoi- 
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Tergal. The apartments wfcere families and strangers meet 
every day for this purpose, are superbly furnished — ^lined 
on all sides with mirrors, and the windows constantly open 
to the most jfrequented streets. Into these public apart- 
ments no one presumes to enter without paj^ing due atten- 
tion to his dffess, nor forgets, in the presence of elegance 
and decorum, a, proper regulation of his manners. The 
famiiie» and individuals who frequent these places are 
mere sojourners in their own houses : the business of theif 
lives is abroad. It is difficult for an American to conceive 
of such- a state of things, but its tendency to produce a 
polished style of manners must be obvious to every one. 

At a coffee-house of this description in the Palais Roy^ 
alj called from the columns with which it is ornamented, 
Mille Colonne, I noticed this morning a solitary figure 
stalking along the hundred mirrors of this splendid apart- 
ment, toward a vacant chair in the remote corner where 
I was seated. He was a person, about th»rty-fiye years 
of age, of robust form, with large mustaches, black beard 
and pallid countenance, in a half military dress, but 
of a very un military appearance. It was our late trav- 
elling companion, Capt. Morten. He had followed 
in the train of Miss P. but like a bird estranged from 
the flock, was bewildered in the fogs of Paris. ' I 
congvatulated him on his good fortune in having jour- 
neyed 80 far with the lady of his heart. *' The long tete a 
tete, has doubtless been well improved.*' There was no 
smile upon the pale face of the Captain, but an expression 
which showed too plainly that all was settled in fovor of 
ins rival. 

Since our arrival at Paris we have visited many publie

His enquiries have disclosed a wonderfvl series of be* 
%Bgs once animated, whose forms are imprinted in imper- 
ishable stone, while the tribes to which they belonged hare 
become extinct upon the earth. The praise which is par* 
ticnlarly due to Cuvier is that of detecting the generic 
characters of plants and animals from broken and imper- 
fect specimens, and referring them as well as living ani- 
mals to their proper classes and orders. 

The conclosion which he deduces from his numerous 
iacts and successful researches, are bold and new, and 
while they admit of being reconciled with the Mosaic ac» 
count of the creation, promise an>^endless and delig^itfol 
iield of research to the lovers of natural science. But a 
higher merit than that of conjecture, is awarded to Cuvier 
by the learned world. His collections exhibit the petri* 
factions of all countries, and sections of the globe, and 
constitute a series of data, which will regulate and direct 
future i nvestigations i n this interest! ng study. 1 f the theory 
foe not yet discovered which is to elucidate the disposi- 
tion of the various strata of rocks, and the history of the 
remains of extinct animals, together with tbe physical 
changes which the present state of our earth proves it to 
have undergone, it is here the philosopher and the natu- 
ralist may repair to contemplate a miniature of the globe> 
and to regulate bis future researches. 

Among the numerous petrifactions from America we

4% 
and froy and knowledge is increased. The h^Mi^ V^^ 
is formed for cultivation, and every truth added to its 
treasure of ideas, raises it in the scale of existence. Is it 
not unworthy the character of man, to gaze in stupid in- 
difference upon the works of nature, or to yield to the 
superstitious belief that it is sacrilegious to enquire into 
her laws ? Atheism is not learned by investigating those 
things which the munificent creator has spread before 
the contemplation of his creatures, and provided for the 
Exercise of the human faculties, with the same bounty 
with which he has given the regions of the air to the fea* 
thered tribes, or the cat es of ocean to the monsters of 
the deep. But Paris^ you will say, where art, elegance, 
and refinement, make their abode, is not a fit place to in- 
dulge in an episode upon the charms, or uses, of natural 
objects. The last and most advanced stage of learnin|p 
and refinement has tauglit many men, in this city, to turn 
from the intrigues of courts, from the dangers and glo- 
ries of camps, from unmeaning speculations, from monk- 
ish and absurd superstitions, to the investigation of 
those sciences which have for their object the knowledge 
of truth. The mind of the devotee in these pursuits is not 
narrowed, and rendered inexorable towards the hsiretica 
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of Its phil<isophy * but as it adds to its own store, ibe 
heart expands in benerolence towards all mankind, and 
in derotion to its maker. 

Bht it is time to bring these remarks to a close, lilrea* 
dy too protracted for a first essay. Should the reception 
<$f this little work, however, be such as to justify a con- 
ffnoaCion of the Sketches, it is the intention of the author 
tdptil^h 'another yohime, embracing^ a few observations 
tfoi Piafis, and pynng an account of a year's residence 
jk England and Scotland. 
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
